Tax arrears in the County of 
Vulcan are at a new low, said 
Reeve Jack Deltz in his report 
given at the annual ratepayers’ 
meeting held Saturday, March 4. 
in the CCHS Audtorium, Vulcan. 
At Jan. 1, 1966, arrears were 
$253,376: by the end of the year 
arrears were down to $196,541, and 
collections the first two months of 
this year further reduced tax 
arrears to a new low of $127,699. 

Total expenditures for all de¬ 
partments were $2,982,313, an in¬ 
crease of about $500,000 over the 
previous year. The operating de¬ 
ficit of $51,717 was due to unfor- 
seen but necessary over - expendi¬ 
ture in the school account, the 
largest pant of this being the pro¬ 
vision of housing in Vulcan for 
school teachers. 

After providing for the construc¬ 
tion and equipping of the new 
office addition, the county’s sur¬ 
plus ' stands at $272,138. 

Almost one-ihalf of the total 
expenditures of the county last 
year were on education, said 
School Chairman Frank Thurber 
in his report, with the total cost 
of school operation being $1,311,560. 
Salaries, administration, provision 
of housing and plant operation all 
increased considerably. Costs were 
about 15% higher, which is aver¬ 
age for the province.’ Revenue 
from the Foundation Program was 
$1,026,747. 

One of the serious problems 
confronting the School Committee 
is the provision of adequate living 
accommodation foy teachers in 
Vulcan. Staff be obtained 

unless housing Is available and 
further investment in housing may 
be necessary to meet this problem. 

Also speaking on school affairs, 
School Superintendent E. F. Bar- 
dock said that tfie teacher short¬ 
age is critical and recruiting of 
teachers for next term is already 
underway. The recently instituted 
teacher aide program is proving 
valuable, freeing teachers from 
routine tasks so they will have 
more time to teach in the class¬ 
room. The trend towards depart¬ 
mentalization in the elementary 
schools should be helpful, as most 
teachers prefer to specialize in the 
subjects they teach. 

A projected change in depart¬ 
mental examinations would allow 
a Grade 9 failure, under certain 
conditions, to take a restricted 
program in Grade 10. 

The Opportunity Room at Vul¬ 
can has proven to be very success¬ 
ful, said Mr. Bardock, and it may¬ 
be possible before long to operate 


two rooms for two different age 
groups. 

The policy of integrating Indian 
children into some of the schools 
at a ratio not exceeding one In¬ 
dian child to every two white 
children has not been changed, 
he said, but consideration is being 
given to admitting enough ad¬ 
ditional Indian children to the Ar-

Tax return figures are helpful in 
giving a close estimate of costs, 
but changes in inventory, return on 
capital investments and return for 
labor and management must also 
be taken into consideration. 

A recent survey in Ontario 
showed that half the farmers in 
that province were grossing less 
than $5,000 a year and netting less 
than $2,000, he said.

ASK FOR THE PAMPHLET —If yOU ha VC not 
already received a pamphlet describing 
your obligations as an employer under 
this new programme, obtain one im¬ 
mediately from the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission. 

REGISTER AS AN EMPLOYER — As SOOn 
as possible you should register at the 
nearest office of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission. This is im¬ 
portant because unemployment in¬ 
surance is compulsory if you hire 
workers. 

LICENCE TO PURCHASE STAMPS — After 
registration, if you have insurable em¬ 
ployees the Commission will send you 
a licence to purchase unemployment 
insurance stamps and additional neces¬ 
sary information as to the insurability, 
of your employees, contributions to be 
paid, how to affix stamps in your em¬ 
ployees’ books, records you must 
keep, etc. 


EMPLOYEES 

FIND OUT IF YOU ARB INSURABLE — 

Consult your nearest Unemployment 
Insurance Commission office to find 
out if you are insurable. Under the pro¬ 
gramme, some employees are not 
insurable. 

SOCIAL insurance number — Every 
insurable employee must have one. 
Application forms can be obtained at 
Unemployment Insurance Commission 
offices and most Post Offices. 

Complete the form and mail it to an 
Unemployment Insurance Commission 
office.

TREE VARIETIES AVAILABLE 

The following tree varieties for 
farmstead shelterbelts and wind¬ 
breaks are available from the Al¬ 
berta Department of Agrlulture's 
tree nurseries at Brooks and Oli¬ 
ver. This represents an extension 
of the deadline. 

Caragana, Green Ash, Manitoba 
Maple, Russian Poplar, China 
Willow, White Spruce and Cotton¬ 
wood. The cottonwood trees are 
suitable for planting only in the 
moist areas of Southern Alberta. 

Land to be planted to trees must 
have been sumnierfallowed for at 
least a year. 

The above trees are available 
to Alberta residents for 1967 plant¬ 
ing and should be ordered through 
our office at Vulcan. 

TRANSFERRING INVENTORY 
ITEMS TO A FARM COMPANY 

At the Arrowwood Short Course 
Jerry Jones Supervisor of Farm 
Management Branch of the Alberta 
Agricultural Economics Division 
spoke about estates. One of the 
topics was the transferring of in¬ 
ventory items such as grain and 
livestock and the problems fre¬ 
quently encountered by farmers in¬ 
volved in forming a company. 

According to A. R. Jones, an In¬ 
dividual has little or no difficulty 
transferring his land, buildings, 
and machinery when he sets up a 
company because these assets are 
considered by the Income Tax 
Division. However, inventory items 
are a different story. 

If a farmer Is not careful he 
can find himself in the position 
of having to pay all the income 
tax in one year on the grain and 
livestock he has transferred. With 
our progressive system of income 
tax, this could be a very expensive 
proposition. For example, the tax 
rate would be much higher on an 
income of $50,000 in one year than 
it would be «n an income of $5,000 
a year spread over 10 years. 

Mr. Jones pointed out that this 
type of situation can be avoided 
if a person transferring inventory 
items has a sale agreement with 
the company instead of accepting 
the market value of the grain or 
livestock in the form of shares. 
Under the sale agreement, t n e 
company agrees to pay back the 
vendor in a reasonable length of 
time. 

According to income tax officials, 
there are cases on record where 
companies have had as long as 
seven years to pay orr their debts 
on grain and up 10 years to pay 
them on livestock. The debt is 
charged as a company expense in 
the year in which it is repaid to 
the vendor. 

Mr. Jones pointed out that a 
basic herd is the one exception to 
transferring inventory items over 
a period of years. Because the In¬ 
come tax has been prepaid on these 
animals, a basic herd can be trans¬ 
ferred to the company in tne same 
way as land or machinery. 

Fa rmer s intending t o transler 
inventory items into a company 
would be wise to seek advice from 
their accountant and lawyer or 
to contact the Income Tax Division 
in Edmonton or Calgary.

Budget debate concluded on Fri¬ 
day, March 3, and me Assembly 
will now study the estimates for 
the coming fiscal year, new Bills 
and amendments, resolutions, and 
private member bills. 

The debate on the budget in¬ 
cluded reports by the Ministers- on 
the affairs of their departments. 
A brief summary would be: Agri¬ 
culture—Hon. H. Strom—“returns 
to farmers were better than one 
billion dollars in past year, generat¬ 
ing 6 billion dollars worth the 
business in Alberta-nearly one 
million acres under Irrigation— 
80% of graduates from Agricul¬ 
tural and Vocational Colleges are 
going back to farm—45 projects 
being carried out by the Alberta 
Agricultural Research Trust such 
as, livestock marketing practices, 
effect of temperature on quality 
of tough and damp grain, assess¬ 
ment of pesticide residue situation 
in urban milieu, valuatlng growth 
regulating chemicals and tractor 
accident research--33 feeder associ¬ 
ations under the Feeder Association 
Guarantee Act, which included 
1,101 members that fed over 
45,000 cattle and 3900 lambs with 
a total credit utilization of five 
million dollars—4500 had crop in¬ 
surance in past year and 9000 ex¬ 
pected in 1967—before Land Utili¬ 
zation Committee buys farms they 
are offered to real estate—a n d 
good water development and con¬ 
servation programs.” 

Lands and Forests—Hon. H. 
Ruste—“under the Homestead 
Policy there are 700 to 900 new 
homestead sales each year, mostly 


in the Peace River area—annual 
lumber production i s 655,000,000 
board feet—60 young men to en¬ 
roll in Junior Forest Ranger 
School at Hinton—antelope appli¬ 
cations dropped from 12,500 to 
7,200 last year with 4500 licenses 
issued and further study of changes 
in allocating the licenses is taking 
place—recommendations of 1966 
legislature committee studying com¬ 
mercial fishing have been studied 
and two implemented, research 
into provincial fisheries and an ex¬ 
tension of hatchery facilities, while 
those dealing with licensing and 
zoning o f commercial fisherman 
can only be implemented under the 
Federal Fisheries Act with dis¬ 
cussions beginning shortly—$13,407 
paid for animals shot during hunt¬ 
ing season—$155,130 paid for Wild 
Life Crop Damage Claims—3,37e 
students have taken the Hunter 
Training Program—and 3,564,287 
visitors to the 42 provincial iparks 
and 24 historical sites. 

Telephones—Hon. R. Reierson— 
“five cent local call inoreased to 
ten cents and application has been 
made to the Utility Board for an 
increase of ten to fifteen cents for 
calls under 200 miles and a re¬ 
quest for substantial reduction In 
the rates for calls over 200 miles— 
continued progress in rural buried 
cable program—and A.G.T. is par¬ 
ticipating in ExpQ ’67.”
